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Bitter Opposition to Sale 
Is Expressed, and-Chair- 
man Payne of Ship Board 
Is Called Before Com- 
mittee. 


PROHIBITION BLAMED 
BY CHAIRMAN PAYNE 


He Says “Dry” Passenger 
Ships Can’t Be Operated 
at Profit—Denies Secret 
Deal About Ships—Only 
Bids for Ships to Be 
Received Monday. 


Washington, February 13.—Vigor- 
ous opposition to shipping board 
plans for the sale of thirty former 
German passenger liners broke out 
in the senate today, expressed in 
sharpfy critical debate and preseén- 
tation of several resolutions propos- 
ing to block the acti. While the 
debate was in progress other devel- 
opments came thick and fast. 

John Barton: Payne, chairman of 
the board ,appeared before the sen- 
ate. commerce: committee to explain 
the whole affair, and, after hearing 
him, the committee, through its 
chairman, Senator Jones, of Wash- 
ington, reported to the senate that 
no immediate action was nécesgary. 
No action, accordingly, was taken, 

At the white house there was 
made public a letter concerning the 
proposed sale, sent by Mr. Payne to 
the president, which remarked of 
the “vicious but characteristic at- 
tack against the shipping board, 
emanating from a certain quarter 
rewarding the sale of the ex-Gérman 
passenger ships.” 

Injunction to Stop Sale. 

In the District of Columbia su- 
preme court William Randolph 
Hearst, of New York, appearing as 
a taxpayer, filed an application for 
an injunction to prevent the pro- 
posed sale of the hips at auction 
Monday. The court issued an order 
requiring the board to show cause 
Monday why a temporary injunction 
should not be issued. 

Those named in the application 
as defendants are the members of 
the board and the corporation 
known as the United States ship- 
ping board and Emergency Fleet 
corporation. 

Mr. Hearst, through his attorneys, 
former Governor Folk, of Missourt; 
former Senator Bailey, of Texas; 
former Acting Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral Ansell, and William A. DeFord, 
told the court irreparable injury 
would b@® done the United States and 
its people and taxpayers if the sale 
were allowed to proceed next Mon- 
day. 

He charged that the conditions 


‘of the sale had not been properly 


advertised and that unless the court 
intervened vessels worth more thani 


te | $100,000,000 would be sold for @ 


much smaller figure. 

Aside from the financial logs to 
the government, Mr. Hearst said, 
the sale of the vessels. would de- 
stroy the “army transport reserve 
immediately available in case of 
emergency.” He also alleges that 
the shipping board was abusing its 
power in ordering the sale.

Chairman Payne, of the shipping 
board, announced the application 
for an injunction would hot pre- 
vent the offering of the ships for 
saie.

B. Moore, president of the county

Reduction of the county's tax :rate 
from 90 cents to 70 cents on the

Spectal School Tax. 

Establishment of a special school

Washington, February, 13.—The 
State department issued the follow- 
ing statement: 

“Secretary Lansing has resigned 
and his resignation has been ac- 
cepted, taking effect today.’

London, February 13.—A new al- 
lied note to Holland regarding the 
extradition of former Emperor Wil- 
liam will be dispatched tomorrow, 
according to The Evening Standard 
today. 

The note, says the newspaper, 
makes a strong appeal to the Dutch 
government not/to create greater 
difficulties in Europe by insisting’ 
on the right of asylum for the man 
characterized as the author of the 
world’s present troubles. 

From other sources it was learned 
this afternoon that the council was 
engaged in completing the “note to 
Holland. The note was being 
drawn, it was stated, in a form to 
emphasize the concerted view of 
the allies that the presence of the 
former emperor in Holland was a 
danger to the peace of Europe. 

The note does not make any re- 
quests of Holland, but it is hoped 
that the Dutch government will be 
drawn into reopening the negotia- 
tions which ended with the refusal 
to give up the ex-ruler. It is in- 
timated Holland has nbBt received a 
suggestion to this effect unkindly 
and that she might be willing to 
intern the former emperor outside 
of Europe. 

A new note to Germany with re- 
gard to the allied extraditions de- 
mands also is betng prepared. The 
council is reported as being in 
agreement on this document, which, 
it is intimated, may give Germany 
an opportunity for further negoti- 
ations.

Stirring Appeal Is Made 
For Suffering Armenians 


“IT have seen tens of thousands of 
ruined homes of Christians who had 
been wantonly murdered or deport- 


ed to the deserts of Arabia. I have 
stood by and walked over great 
masses of the weather-bleached 
bones of men, women and children, 
and have photographs of many of 
these horrifying evidences of 
wholesale, inhuman atrocities, 

“T have seen tens of thousands of 
victims of those most inhuman de- 
portations in history huddled to- 
gether like beasts in temporary 
shelters, lined up at relief soup 
kitchens for a hot meal, or pain- 
fully $owending their weary way 
back to shelterless homes and ruin- 
ed habirations. 

“T have seen surviving rag-cov- 
ered children from these caval- 
cades of destruction, who, for four 
years, have existed as dogs of the 
streets, livin upon grass and 
scraps and whgtever they could

find, and sleeping without cover- 
ing wherever night came upon 
them. 

“I have seen surviving rag-cov- 
character by the hundreds until 
my very soul bears scars which 
time can never efface. No story 
of atrocity or need has been or 
can be exaggerated.” 

These were among the state- 
ments made by Dr. Jamés L. Bar- 
ton, chairman of the American com- 
mittee of Near East relief, at a 
mass meeting held in Washington 
city when many thousands of dol- 
lars were contributed to the cause. 

A national appeal is being made 
for the Near East relief during 
the~month of February, and Geor- 
gia is being called upon to do her 
part. Virginia has contributed 
$35,000; South Carolina, $17,000, and 
North Carolina $42,000. At present 
Georgia has contributed $7,800, 
much less than any other southern 
state except Mississippi.

Farmer-Labor Congress 
Denounces the Press 


As Tool of Capitalists 


Washington, February 13.—Speak- 
ers at the farmer-labor co-opera- 
tive congress today recommended 
the organization of co-operative 
daily newspapers and denounced the 
press of the country as “prostituted 
and debased to the interests of capi- 
talists.” °* 

Co-operative newspapers, these 
speakers asserted, were necessary 
to give the people truthful accounts 
of current: happenings. 

Robert M. Buck, editor of The 
New Majority, a Chicago publica- 
tion, denounced press associations 
as subservient to capitalistic influ- 
ence. 

“We can make no progress in co- 
operative enterprises until we get 
rid of the newspaper system we now 
have,” Walter M. Liggett, commis- 
sioner of immigration in North Da- 
kota, said. “Thirty million people 
read the papers pg! and their 
minds are poisoned Dy distorted 
news.” 

To prove that co-operative news- 
paper enterprises could be success- 
ful he told of fifty-three weekly 
and two daily newspapers operated 
by the Non-partisan league in 
North Dakota. ; : 

Lester Barlow, of Minneapolis, 
national chairman of the veterans 
of the world war, scored Federal 
Judge Landis, of Chicago, and At- 
torney General Palmer for their at- 
titude toward radicals. 

J. H. Carnahan, president of the 
National Society of Equity, told 
the delegates that the country faces 
a serious food shortage. He quoted 
figures to show that where the 
rural population of the United 
States once was 98 per cent, it is 
now. only about 33 per cent of the 
country’s total population. 

“You will have to give the farmer 
a fifty-fifty deal if you want him 
to stay on the farm,” he said. 

Dr. James P. Warbasse, presid 
of the Co-operative League o 
America, advocated a central school 
where persons might be trained in 
the management of co-operative 
stores and other enterprises of like 
nature.

None of the others of the train 
crew or passengers were injured, 
according to informaton given out 
here tonight. 

The train, known as the Southland, 
was coming toWard Knoxville and 
was between Williamsburg, Ky., and 
Jellicoe, Tenn., when the engine left 
the track and turned over. The 
baggage, express and mail cars and 
two of the passenger cars left F oan 
rails but were not badly damage 

Eleven rail lengths of the track 
were torn up. The cause of the 
accident had not been determined 
tonight. 

A relief train was dispatched from 
Corbin, Ky., and another went from 
here. It was belleved that the track 
would be cleared by midnight and 
railroad officials expressed the be- 
lief that the passengers on the train 
would arrive here before daylight in 
the morning.
